COUNCIL KEEPS 
TAX RATE AT 13 
MILLS FOR 1945 


Gettysburg borough's tax rale 


will remain at 13 mills for an- 
other year, members! of the bor- 
ough council decided Monday 
evening at their regular session 
as they adopted a $43,100 budget 
—an increase of $2,500 over the 
1944 budget. 
The budget was adopted upon the 


recommendation 
of the 
Finance 


committee, headed by Ray M. Hoff- 
man, which held a preliminary meet- 
Ing last week with the burgess and 
council president. 


Formal action setting the 1945 


borough tax rate at 13 mills—11 for 
general purposes and two for the 
special purpose of paying Interest 
on the borough's bonded debt and 
retiring maturing bonds—will be 
taken at the March meeting of coun- 
cil. 


Hoffman's Statement 


Councilman Hoffman, in submit- 


ting his committee's recommenda- 
tion on the budget, read a statement 
in which he described the proposed 
financial structure "ample to meet 
current expenditures during 1945." 


He continued: "It Is realized that 


heavy expenditures will have to be 
made in the future. For example, a 
secondary unit to the* sewer disposal 
plant and a permanent improvement 
to the Tiber. We are now in a state 
of inflation which . . . and it is the 
suggestion of the Finance committee 


. that these projects be estab- 


lished as a post war program at 
which time the inflationary period 
should be ended. 


"You gentlemen know that pub- 


lic institutions are planning a post- 
war program in order to continue 
prosperity and it 'is our patriotic 
duty to plan the same and for that 
reason we have not included any 
amount in the present budget which 
should be used in a postwar program. 
We are submitting this budget which 
we believe will be beneficial to all 
the taxpayers. In fact, it will be 
endorsed by public opinion."

Gregory Zhukov*s men had established two more 
bridgeheads south of Frankfort in the frontal 
assault on Berlin. A crossing 35 miles northeast 
of Berlin in the area northwest of Kustrin. was 
announced earlier. 


Berlin said one of the latest crossings was at 


Furstenberg, on the Oder's west bank 14 miles 
southeast of Frankfurt and 47 miles southeast of 
Berlin. 


Soviet units won a third bridgehead about three 


miles south of Furstenberg, a transocean broad- 
cast declared, 


It added that a, "temporary" crossing had been '•- 


made between Frankfurt and Kttstrln on a line 
from 38 to 40 miles from Berlin, but that this 
bridgehead had been wiped out. 


i "Eastern front operations assumed 
the character of fighting for estab- 
lishment and smashing of bridge- 
heads," the broadcast said.

Complete destruction of the Jap- 


anese defenders "is imminent," Mac- 
Arthur announced. Caught in a

trap, 
the enemy can 


only go toward Manila bay. which is 
constantly under American bomb- 
sights.

There was no fight for Bilibid. 


The prisoners were liberated by

Verne D. Mudge, freed 3,700 per- 
son*, mostly American women and 
children, from the Santo Tomas in* 
ternment camp. 


MacArthur said every facility or 


the armed forces was being devoted 
to the care and attention of the res- 
cued, and their names would be 
made public as soon as they can be 
tabulated. 


Japanese In the Bataan peninsula, 


a jaw of Manila bay, were trapped 
as American forces moving west 
from San Fernando and east from 
the Zambales province coast beach- 
head joined at Dinalupihan after 
some of the toughest fighting of the 
Philippine campaign.

Governor Studies' 


New PCA Proposal

though unimpressive looking, with 
its quaint door knocker and letter- 
boxes, inscribed "First Lord of the 
Treasury," can boast a political 
history—so I'm told—richer than 
any other house in the world. 


Our next point of interest was the 


Victoria Embankment and Embank- 
ment gardens. I was told to notice 
the bomb-scarred Cleopatra's Nee- 
dle—these marks date from the 
Great War of 1914-1918; and were 
caused by the Zepplin raids. 


Cross Thames 


As we drove along the Thames riv- 


er we passed several bridges which 
afforded excellent panoramas of the 
city. It was of the view from West- 
minster bridge that 
Wordsworth 


wrote, "Earth hath not anything to 
sho* more fair .. ." The new Water- 
loo bridge is even more beautiful in 
its lines than Rennie's old master- 
piece. Next 
we passed 
London 


Bridge which similarly provides an 
excellent vista of the two cities, 
London and Westminster. Finally 
we came to the Tower Bridge and 
crossed it. A favorite sight is to 
await the opening of the bascules to 
allow the passage of the large ships. 
From the bridge can be seen the 
To-ver of London and Lambeth Pal- 
ace, ancient London residence of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. Between 
the 
Tower Bridge and 
London 


Bridge lies a body of water known 
as the "Pool." 


We got a glance at the Tower of 


London on the taxi tour and later 
in the afternoon returned to tour 
it on a special tour. The original 
tower was built by William the con- 
queror in 1078, incorporating a frag- 
ment Of the original Roman Wall. 
It has probably the most interesting 
history of any building in the world, 
being in turn used for a palace, a 
fortress and a prison. Sir Walter 
Raleigh was immured here; he, with 
others has left inscriptions on the 
walls. I viewed the path over which 
he and Queen Elizabeth walked for 
air during their imprisonment. Also 
I saw the spots and heard the stories 
concerning Anne Bolen, Monmouth, 
Lady Jane Grey, Katherine How- 
ard, and the Earl of Essex, enemy 
spies of the last- war executions. Also 
I saw the Bloody Tower, where 
someone entered during the night 
ana murdered the two princes in 
their beds. The priest discovered 
their bodies and buried them below 
the steps to the White Tower, at the 
entrance to St. John's chapel. 


Used As Armory 


They were discovered here 140 


years later during some excavat- 
ing and were moved to Westminster 
Abbey. The Wakefield Tower, for- 
merly (before the war) held the 
Crown jewels and the White Tower 
was used for an armory. Yoeman 
warders (commonly called beefeat- 
ers) picturesquely attired in a style 
of uniform that is centuries old, 
showed us through the tower. Near 
the end of the tour another boy and 
I slipped out of the party and ran 
through many of the towers and 
all along the opposite wall. After 
the original White Tower was built, 
two other kings, each built a wall 
around it and finally a moat. Now 
the tower is a series of walls and 
towers inside of one another. 


On leaving the tower we proceed- 


ed up London's famous Fleet street 
(sometimes called newspaperland.) 
It suffered very heavily from the 
1940 blitz—rf-ally terrific damage. It 
contains many, many historical in- 
terests. It was named after the now 
sewerized Fleet river which flows 
into the Thames at n point near 
Farrington 
street. Dr. Johnson's 


house 
is at 
17 Gough 
square. 


(Though Johnson lived for a time 
at Johnson's court, it was not nam- 
ed after him, but after one Thomas 
Johnson, a merchant tailor of re- 
pute.) Richard Lovelace, the poet of 
"Stone walls do not a prison make, 
nor iron bars a cage" fame, was 
buried in the St. Bride's church 
nearby, which was destroyed in the 
blitz.

TRIAL OF SPIES 
GETS UNDERWAY 


New Y»rk. Feb. 6 (A*)—For the 


second time in this war, a U. S. mili- 
tary commission with power to im- 
pose the death penalty assembled 
today benind locked doors for a spy 
trial. 


The defendants were William Cur- 


tis Colepaugh, 26-year-old native of 
Niantic, Conn., and Erich Gimpel, 
35, German-torn electrical engineer. 


They are charged with slipping 


ashore near the remote Maine fish- 
ing village of Hancock. Point Novem- 
ber 29 after being brought to this 
country by a German submarine to 
commit '"espionage, sabotage 
and 


other hostile acts" as agents of the 
German Reich. 


While awaiting trial, they were 


confined by the Army for the past 
two weeks to the 138-year-old Cas- 
tle 
Williams.

The trial (scheduled to start at 


9 a. m., EWT) will be held on that 
173-acre island, a mile east of the 
Statue of Liberty in uppeFNew York 
bay.

There are many memorial 
chapels with one especially catching 
my 
eye, the 
Kitchener 
or All 


Soul's chapel. An image of Lorri 
Kitchener (drowned in tne Hamp- 
shire in 1916) is within the chapel 
carved of one piece of solid white 
marble; indeed it 
was 
beautiful. 


Near Napier's tomb is a bust of 
George Washington. In the painters' 
corner lie many famous artists, in- 
cluding I. M. W. Turner, Benjamin 
West, and Landseer. We stood under 
the Great Dome, 102 feet in dia- 
meter, and marveled at its vastness 
and its gorgeous Italian painting 
depicting the life of St. Pfcul. The 
Whispering gallery commands 
a 


fine view of the interior and the 
stone gallery (exterior) of the sur- 
rounding devastation; however, we 
were unable to enter these—for they 
are closed on Sunday. 


Soon it was time to continue our 


journey from St. Paul's. I had a 
burning desire to return, but didn't 
get the chance. 


Wall Encloses Bank 


Next I saw the Bank of England, 


a structure two centuries old and 
commonly 
called "Old 
Lady of 


Threadneedle Street.*' A 
fortified 


wall still encloses the bank, a pro- 
tective measure dating from the at- 
tack of the Gordon rioters in 1780. 
Then came the Mansion House in 
sight, the official residence of Lon- 
don's Lord Mayor. It is the scene 
of many great banquets, which were 
held in the numerous reception 
rooms—one, the largest, the Egyp- 
tian Hall, measures 90 by 60 feet 
and supports a fine vaulted roof. 
November 9 is Lord Mayor's day. 
On this day the-famous coach and 
quaintly-clad functionaries head the 
procession. 


As we near the end of our jour- 


ney we pass the law courts. These 
courts of justice were removed here 
from Westminster Hall in 1882, and 
they comprise a magnificent series 
of structures. Around a commodious 
central hall are arranged the vari- 
ous courts, whose galleries are open 
to the public during sittings. Finnlly 
we pass Charles Dicken's Old Curi- 
osity Shop—a lovely quaint structure 
and very appealing for a return 
engagement. Thus our taxi tour 
ended, with everyone highly pleased 
and greatly enlightened. 


As soon as we returned' to the 


Red Cross we arranged for a tour 
to the tower of London in the after- 
noon. During the time that remained, 
I decided to spend two hours in 
Madame Tussand's Wax Museum, 
and a half hour for eating. 


Carl and I traveled the subway 


and arrived very close to the mu- 
seum. What a delightful visit we 
had! 


As we entered the doors, we ap- 


proached several doormen stand- 
ing near the stairway to inquire our 
way. After getting no reply we looked 
closer to find they were made of 
wax (hair, whiskers, and all.) I was 
amazed! This incident made me very 
eager to meet the rest of the exhi- 
bition. 


Well, T wasn't disappointed! For 


the next two hours I viewed the life 
size likenesses of four hundred and 
twenty-eight personages and his- 
toric tableaux—people whom I've 
read about, seen and heard of many,

May Battle on Cologne Plain 


Either it will precipitate the much 


talked of battle of the Cologne plain, 
or it will compel Nazi Field Marshal 
Von Rundstedt to withdraw his en- 
tire force back across the Rhine for 
a stand on the east bank. 


It's a fair guess that Eisenhower 


would prefer the fight on the Co- 
logne plain where there's, room to 
use his armor and maneuver for an- 
nihilation of the enemy force. Per- 
haps he will get his chance, for many 
of the Rhine bridges have been 
knocked out by Allied bombing, and 
Rundstedt would find it a hazardous 
operation to try to withdraw his 
forces, especially if decent flying 
weather permitted our air-force to 
get at the retreating army. 


As a matter of fact Eisenhower's 


present operations are a resumption 
of those he was carrying out when 
Rundstedt halted them with his ill- 
fated 
offensive that created 
the 


short-lived Belgian bulge. Actually 
the Allied commandcr-in-chic-f is 
now in better position than he was

i launched. Furthermore, Rundstedt's 
casualties have been so heavy that, 
taking into account some troops 
which he reportedly sent to the 
eastern front, he lacks sufficient re- 
serves to man his defenses. 


Pile-Driver Blows 


On the eastern front the Red 


generals are continuing their pile- 
driver blows at the heart of the 
German fortified line, but with due 
precautions. They aren't overlooking 
the large Hitlerite forces on both 
their flanks and are proceeding to 
neutralize these as they thrust their 
central spearhead towards the golden 
prize of Berlin. 


While 
main 
interest 
naturally 


centers in the 73-mile stretch of the 
Oder river which the Russians have 
reached opposite the capital, their 
amazing offensive really is made up 
of four great interlocking drives. In 
the north they're headed for the big 
port of Stettin at the mouth of the 
Oder, thus protecting the flank of 
their second thrust, which is aimed 
at Berlin itself. The third push is 
in the important Breslau sector of 
Upper Silesia, and the fourth is on 
the extreme southern flank, heading 
into Czechoslovakia to complement 
the Hungarian operation. 


The focal point is the twenty mile 


Kustrin-Frankfurt 
sector 
on the 


Oder directly east of Berlin. This is 
one of the strongest parts of the 
•German line. Kustrin is a first class 
fortress and Frankfurt has been a 
center of warfare since the fifteenth 
century. These two cities are thp 
main shield of the capital.

GOP IN REVOLT 
ON TAX PLANS 
AT HARRISBURG 


Harrisburg-, Feb. 6 (AP)—The Re- 


publican administration today faced 
a revolt in its own legislative ranks 
over a major plank in Governor 
Martin's fiscal program. 


GOP House members objected to 


permanent enactment of the one- 
cent emergency gasoline tax without 
first designating what part of the 
$22.500,000 biennial revenue will be 
used tc reduce local real estate levies. 


The development came last night 


after the administration overrode 
demands of the House Democratic 
minority that tax bills be side- 
tracked "until we know for what 
purposes"' the revenues will be used. 


Were Relief Measures 


The Republican leadership pledged 


to press for final action immediately 
on measures continuing emergency 
taxes on liquor, cigarettes, gross re- 
ceipts and corporate net income 
which bring in 8151,000,000 biennial- 
ly. All were first passed in 1935 to 
finance relief. 


The emergency gas tax bill, however, 


unanimously was shunted back to 
the House ways and means pom- 
mittee on motion of Chairman Lloyd 
H. Wood, (R.-Montgomery), with the 
announced object of amendment to 
meet objections. 


Governor Martin proposed the gas 


levy be returned to local govern- 
ment for road work to ease the real 
estate tax load but the administra- 
tion bill only places the revenue in 
the motor fund which is restricted to 
highways.

THE MOOD OF HEALTH 


Physicians will tell you that we 


all carry potential illness about with 
us at all times—germs, which if 
given proper encouragement will rise 
in their might and demonstrate their 
power. It's the happy mood of 
health that keeps them in their hid- 
ing places, and which can keep them 
there peimanently. 


In a libiary I picked up a most 


interesting published talk, given by 
Van Wyck Brooks at Hunter College 
in New York City a few years ago. 
It was so inspiring I sent for a 
copy that I might read it over and 
over again. In it he tells of the 
elder Yeats, the father of the poet, 
who told him of a retired Judge in 
Dublin. Someone asked what had 
most impressed him, during his fifty 
years in the criminal courts, and his 
answer was, "The goodness of hu- 
man nature." 


In tins little book, published under 


the title of "On Literature Today," 
the author discusses the writers of 
this day, and holds up to the world 
such writers as Frost and Lewis 
Mumiord as examples of those who 
uplift humanity, and who do not 
fill this mind of ours with sugges- 
tions of fear and despair. It is re- 
freshing to read such words from 
so able a man. He doesn't believe 
in exalting the inferior above the 
great, as so many writers do today, 
whose eyes are kepL focused upon the 
first seller list 


There is another writer and book 


critic whose ideals travel the same 
route. I icfer to Paul Jordan Smith, 
of the Los Angeles Times, whose 
book "Of the Lovo of Books" opened 
up many a delight to these search- 
ing eyes of. mine Such writers help 
to build moods thnt keep us eternal- 
ly on the road to bodily and spiritual 
health. 


Mankind's benefactors are those 


who contribute to the faith of the 
living, Mr. Brooks looks upon writ- 
ers who do not do this as "evading 
life" and "denying its importance" 
thus representing "a kind of death- 
drive." When faith in the good- 
ness of God and of Nature drops out 
of the human mind, then character 
itself crumbles.

BILL HEADS FOR 
SENATE HEARIN6

Washington, Feb. 6 (AP)—The 


Senate Military Committee's about- 
face decision to have hearings on 
"work - or - jail" legislation raised 
doubts among some backers today 
that the measure ever will become 
law. 


As the committee called War Sec- 


retary Stimson and Navy Secretary 
Forrestal for private testimony, Sen- 
ator Johnson, (D.-Colo.), told re- 
porters that "opponents of the bill 
are definitely in the saddle." 


"It is anybody's guess now whether 


we ever will get a bill out," he added. 


But Senator Maybank, (D.-S. C.), 


who joined with Johnson and Sen- 
ator Stewart, (D -Tenn.), in oppos- 
ing the committee decision yesterady 
to Jiave hearings, was more opti- 
mistic. 


Amounts to New Start 


"A lot of members undoubtedly 


feel that no legislation is needed," 
Maybank said, "but I chink the fact 
that the committee voted for limited 
hearings rather 
than 
protracted 


public hearings shows a majority 
favors reporting some bill without 
undue delay." 


Majority Whip Hill, (D.-Ala.), who 


voted for limited hearings, said that 
holding hearings "certainly does not 
mean killing the bill." And Majority 
Leader Barkley, (D.-Ky.), expressed 
confidence the Senate would pass 
some form of measure although he 
said he had not made any poll. 


The hearings amount, virtually to 


an. entire new start by the committee 
in its consideration of manpower 
control legislation. last week, the 
group had decided against hearings 
and on Friday tentatively approved 
an amended version of the House- 
passed bilL

Brief Notes On Potato Growtec 
Genuine northern-grown certified 


seed potatoes cost more than ordi- 
nary seed but usually increase yields 
by 25 to 50 or more bushels per acre, 
also improve tuber quality. On the 
other hand, home-grown seed often 
inherits "run-out" diseases which 
result in decraesed yields of in- 
ferior potatoes. 


Fertilizer is not a. substitute for 


soil fertility but is essential to pro- 
mote sustained vigor and produce 
good yields. Rates of application 
may range as high as 1,20ft to 1,400 
pounds per acre with 
profitable 


returns 


Do not permit seed potatoes to 


come into contact with commercial 
fertilizer, but apply fertilizer in two 
bands, one on each side of the row, 
and slightly lower than the seed. 
This method of distribution removes 
danger of germination and places 
the nourishment where roots may 
feed easily. 


Highest yields come from strong 


eyes in seed pieces farthest from the 
stem end. Each piece should have 
at least two good eyes, three if 
possible, and should weigh 1M; to 
2 ounces. 


Disinfect potato seed before cut- 


ting, using the mercuric chloride 
(corrosive sublimate) method. This 
prevents scab and rhizoctonia, two 
dangerous seed-borne diseases. 


If soil is cold and 
somewhat 


heavy where extra early potatoes 
are planted, use small whole seed 
if it is known to be free from "run- 
out" -vvaknesses, preferably certified. 


Do noil apply lime, wood ashes 


or fresh stable manure on potato 
land, else scab may be aggravated., 
The ideal reaction of good potato 
soil is slightly below-neutral. 


Avoid cutting seed closer than 


one-fourth inch of the eyes, as 
closer cutting may cause the eye to 
dry out and fail to germinate or 
produce a puny plant. 


Never choose hard or shallow 


loams for potatoes, as yields seldom 
justify investments of seed, ferti- 
lizer and labor. Also, shun poorly 
drained soils. 


Rotate Potatoes 


Rotate potatoes to clean land 


each year and allow at least two 
or three years to elapse between 
potato crops. This pays big divi- 
dends 
in 
eliminating 
soil-borne 


diseases. 


Cut seed should be planted with- 


in 30 minutes 
after cutting or 


stored in a room temperature of 
65 degrees until the cue surfaces 
"cork" over, in which 
condition 


seed may be stored for several 
days. 


Begin 
spraying 
potatoes 
with 


Bordeaux mixture 'as soon as the 
leaves open and continue at 10-day 
to two-week intervals until the 
vines die back naturally. This is 
mainly to prevent blight, a fungus 
disease which cannot be cured after 
the organisms enter the leaves. 


The recognized "Big 3" of suc- 


cessful potato growing are: (1) Use 
certified seed; (2) Practice, heavy 
fertilization; 
and 
(3) Follow 
a 


program 
of 
preventive 
spraying 


throughout the growing season. 


Tubers are formed entirely from 


plant nutrients manufactured 
in 


the leaves. 
The srowrr's major 


C3«k is to stimulate a heavy crop 
of vigorous leaves and keep them 
free from insect enemies and dis- 
ease.

ARMY AND NAVY 
NEED NURSES 
IMMEDIATELY 


By- JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, Feb. 6 (AP)—The 


Army, Navy and veterans hospitals 
want nurses even if they have to be 
drafted. They're not getting enough 
volunteers. So Congress is getting to 
work on a draft bill. 


The nurses they want are called 


graduate nurses. Which means they 
must have been graduated from a 
recognized nursing school. There are 
now 223,000 civilian graduate nurses. 


This is how a woman gets to be 


a graduate nurse: 


I 
She must be a high school gradu- j 


ate. Then she goes into three years ' 
of training in a nursing school in 
a hospital where she gets classroom 
and practical* work. 


Started Cadet Corps 
i 


There are about 1,300 nursing! 


schools. All but about 65 charge 
tuition." And very few of them pay 
the students although they give 
them bed and board. 


These graduate nurses are not to 


be confused with practical nurses 
who are supposed to have had mere- 
ly some basic hospital training. 


In the summer of 1943 the govern- 


ment started a program called the 
U. S. Cadet Nurse Corps. 


Students who wish to take part 


sign a pledge that, after they gradu- 
ate and for the war's duration, they 
will do only war or essential nursing. 


The government pays for their 


tuition and keep and and pays them: 
$15 a month for the first 9 months, 
$20 a month for the next 15 to 21 
months, and at least $30 monthly 
for the last six months. 


Need Is Immediate 


About 9,000 of the 32,000 nurses 


graduated this year will be cadet 
nursfs This total would be ample 
to take care of the Anny Navy and 
veteran hospital needs. 


But the nurses needed are needed 


now. For that reason the National 
Nursing Council for War Service 
(NNCWS) urges graduate nurses 
who can do so to volunteer. 


The Army will take nurses up to 


45, married or unmarried, but -not 
with dependents under 14. The Navy 
wants only single women up to 40. 


Nurses who volunteer are com- 


missioned second lieutenants in the 
Army Nurse Corps and ensigns in 
the Navy Nurse Corps. They receive 
$216 a month, $15t) of it in pay. The 
rest is for maintenance. 


Their dependents receive the same 


allotments given the dependents of 
servicemen.
